Chrysler Sales 
Up 49 Percent 
In First Half 


DETROIT. — Figures released by 
Charles L. Jacobson, vice-president 
and general manager of Chrysler 
Sales division, show that retail de- 
liveries of Chrysler cars in the six 
months of 1940 were the largest 
that the company’s dealer body has 
enjoyed in this period for many 
years. 

The total of retail deliveries for 
the first six months of 1940 was 
11 percent higher than for the 
same period of 1937, which was 
the biggest complete model year in 
Chrysler’s six-and eight - cylinder 
business history. The current figure 
is 49.6 percent higher than for the 
corresponding period of 1939, 115 
percent over that of 1938, and 75 
percent better than 1936. 

The total for 1940 through June 
is 53 percent higher than the aver- 
age for the four previous years. A 
proportionate business in the final 
six months will make 1940 one of 
the biggest calendar years in 
Chrysler’s history, he said. Helping 
to bring the first six months’ total 
to its high mark were an April 
business that set an all-time high 
for Chrysler in a single month and 
also the best June that the com- 
pany has ever had. 


Packard Reports 
Sales Up 225% 
In July Period 


DETROIT.—Packard reports de- 
liveries up 225 percent for the first 
10 days of July, as compared with 
the same period last year. Packard 
Super Eight deliveries in the July 
period alone rose 46 percent above 
the first 10 days of June. 

W. M. Packer, vice-president of 
distribution said: “Business con- 
ditions and July comparative de- 
liveries are better than at any 


similar time during the past five| 


years. June showed a 71 percent 
increase over last year and the 225 
percent advance for the first 10 
days of July is indication that the 
top of the curve is not yet in 
sight.”

The court denied this, stating: 
“There is no vested right in an ex- 
isting law which precludes an 
amendment or repeal, and there is 
no implied promise on the part of 
the state to protect its citizens 
against incidental injury occasioned 
by changes in the law. It is a gen- 
eral rule of constitutional law that 
a person has no vested right in 
statutory licenses, permits, or 
privileges.” 

In regard to making free tests, 
| however, Justice Carter wrote: “A 
legislative enactment which com- 
pels the owner of the property to 
donate the use thereof without 
compensation is prohibited by the 
due process clauses of the state 
and federal constitutions, and is 
therefore void.” 

The decision of the court will not 
affect the operation of testing 
stations in Lincoln, Omaha and 
several other cities, since the 
present law permits municipalities 
to require compulsory automobile 
testing.

Steps to Be Taken 


HE procedure and requirements 

outlined in wage-hour discussion 
referred to, represented the inter- 
pretations of the administrators of 
the act. Final decision, of course, 
can only be obtained through an 
action before the United States 
supreme court. The information 
relative to sales would be very 
important to any businessman in 
an effort to establish whether his 
operations came within the juris- 
diction of the act. I would highly 
recommend that efforts be made to 
keep those records as complete as 
possible. On the other hand, I am 
told by Charley Bishop, attorney 
for NADA, that the administrators 
of the Wage-Hour law are en- 
deavoring to put its enforcement 
on a sane and sensible basis. They 
are more interested in apprehend- 
ing deliberate violators than in 
harassing those who inadvertently 
fail to comply.

Three steps can be taken, to 
my mind, to protect a dealer in 
event of a decision later that 
his business does come under the 
law. First, the dealer can so ar- 
range his schedule of hours and 
pay as to fully comply with the 
law. Second, the dealer should 
keep full records of his transac- 
tions which could be used as 
proof that he does not come un- 
der the law according to present 
interpretations. And, third, he 
can set up reserves representing 
the difference in his costs for 
present operations and the addi- 
tional costs which compliance 
with the law would subject him 
to.

gestions are probably the safest 
to follow. The second might prove 
of no value if the court overruled 
the present interpretations by the 
administrators.

Big Factor 


‘Crowell Survey 
Shows 43% Of 
Buyers Swayed 


By William C. Callahan

DETROIT. — Trade-in allowance 
is still a big factor in determining 
the sale of a new car, according 
to the Crowell-Collier 1940 survey 
just issued. The survey is based 
upon personal interviews with 3,231 
buyers of 1940 cars and was con- 
ducted by Paul W. Stewart and

Associates during April and May 
this year. 


Among these buyers the Crowell 
investigators found that 43 percent 
had purchased a car other than the 
one they had been considering, be- 
cause they were not satisfied with 
the allowance offered by the first 
dealer. This one item was by far 
the most important single item 
influencing choice, although there 
were dozens of other reasons cited. 

By and large, though, the aver- 
age buyer is pretty loyal to the car 
he previously owned, and there was 
relatively little shifting from one 
make to another, the survey 
showed. 

It is interesting to note in judg- 
ing a market, however, that 23 
percent of the 1940 car buyers 
turned their cars in at the end 
of the first year. The second group, 
consisting of 28 percent of those 
interviewed, kept their cars two 
years. The three-year group totaled 
24 percent and the four-year group 
13 percent. From these reports it 
would seem that the bulk of new 
car customers, or 88 percent of the 
new car sales, must be made to 
owners of cars sold within the 
four preceding years. 

Of further interest is the fact 
that among the buyers interviewed 
only 9 percent had entered into 
clean deals with no trade-ins. About 
14 percent traded in cars which 
they had purchased as used cars, 
while 77 percent of the trade-ins 
were cars that had been new cars 
at the time of purchase. 

Another interesting angle is that 
the average buyer turns in his car 
when the mileage is somewhere be- 
tween 25,000 and 40,000 miles. Only 
3 percent of the cars offered in 
trade had less than 10,000 miles 
on the speedometer. Twelve percent 
had between 10,000 and 20,000, while 
21 percent were between 20,000 and 
30,000. This same portion, 21 per- 
tent, had between 30,000 and 40,000. 
The next step, 40,000 to 50,000, 
accounted for only 15 percent. 

Of course, it must be remem- 
bered that these were cars bought 
new and turned in against new 
cars. Mileage on cars involved in 
used car transactions is probably 
much heavier. 

Further facts revealed in the 
Crowell-Collier survey will be dis- 
cussed in subsequent issues. These 
will deal with the competition 
among makes and the competition 
among dealers, which the survey 
goes into at considerable length.

ey ae returns for July indicate that there is still a pos- 

sibility of that month exceeding June in a retail sales 
way. If this should come about, there will have to be some 
sharp revisions in earlier predictions in regard to new model 
announcements. A few months ago, with new car stocks high 
and sales getting rather rubbery around the knees, there 
seemed to be no real need for hurry with the new lines. The 
June upturn, which has carried into July, changed all that 
and there is real threat of car shortage this summer. 

This probably will speed up changeover periods, which 
normally extend over five to nine weeks, to a much shorter 
time. This was true in the case of Hudson, which completed 
its physical changeover in less than three weeks. 

Leaders in the industry here are growing more and more 
convinced that basic factors point to a good business in the 
future, although none is so rash as to make predictions. 
Some estimators expect that the second half of this year 
may run as much as 20 percent above the same period a year 
ago. Among the reasons given for looking forward to better 
times here is the fact that, from a production standpoint, 
Europe and most of Asia is at a complete standstill. Con- 
sumption in those areas is not only continuing but is being 
accentuated by the destruction of war. 

This cessation of production and continuance of consump- 
tion can lead only to shortage which is synonymous with 
demand. With the United States having the only workshop 
still in operation, this demand must inevitably be translated 
into orders here. These orders, of course, will have no true 
foundation since the demand is synthetic. One day that 
business will terminate with appalling suddenness. But there 
are even those who feel that with cessation of hostilities 
abroad, our own defense program might serve as a stopgap 
between the ending of war and the start of a European re- 
construction period. 


Hudson Hails Harmony 

RACKING the line as the first of the car makers to intro- 

duce new models for 1941, Hudson last week called news- 
papermen and dealers to their Detroit plant to give them a 
peek at the offerings. While the new line has undergone 
many changes with larger, longer, lower bodies, new rear- 
deck streamlining and numerous chassis improvements, the 
predominant note will be a scientific approach to the blend- 
ing of harmonious colorings inside and out. 

This, from a production standpoint, creates one of those 
problems that makes the hair of the production manager 
blend with the snows of yesterday. But Hudson’s production 
heads seem to have conquered that one, for during the initial 
week some 1,200 vehicles slipped off the line without a hitch. 

President Barit, in outlining the company’s views in per- 
fecting color harmony, pointed out that up until a relatively 
few years ago the old adage of “give them any color they 
want, so long as it’s black,” was the theme of the industry. 
In 1928 Hudson installed 13 paint hoses in place of the | 
former single hose and thought then they were doing a| 
splendid job in a color way. Even more recently the trend| 
to two-toning has accentuated public interest in color. 

Hudson now plans to carry through with complete har- 
mony of colors throughout the car, giving the buyer various |

NEW YORK. — Spotlight of the 
financial world gradually is swing- 
ing around to the new automobile 
year. The history of the 1940 model 
year virtually has been written. It 
has made better reading than that 
of the 1939 model year and, despite 
the several uncertainties that exist, 
hopes are high that still further 
improvement will be shown for the 
coming year. 

Although the effect of the na- 
tional defense program on the 
automotive industry cannot be ap- 
praised at this time, there is gen- 
eral belief in Wall Street that it 


W. Va. Used Car 
Sales Outnumber 
New Cars 3 to 1 


CHARLESTON, W. Va.— There 
are three used-car buyers in West 
Virginia for every one new-car 
buyer, according to a study of 1939 
ear sales and transfers made by 
Lawrence E. Rollins, secretary- 
manager of Automobile Dealers 
Assn. of West Virginia. Out of 
125,895 motor vehicles which 
changed hands last year in West 
Virginia, 96,336 were used cars and 
only 29,559 were new cars. 

On that basis, only 25 out of 
every 100 cars changing ownership 
last year in West Virginia were 
new cars. The other 75 were used 
cars. 

“These statistics indicate that a 
majority of the car-owning fami- 
lies in this state depend upon used 
ears for their transportation, and 
that the used-car market, in point 
of numbers, is far more extensive 
than the new-car market. Also,” 
said Rollins, “these facts indicate 
that gasoline and other automotive 
taxes fall chiefly upon families with 
modest incomes the used-car 
families. For that reason such 
taxes should be kept at reasonable 
levels, and relief from unduly high 
taxes should be given at the earli- 
est possible moment. 

“In the past, judging by the 
heavy taxes that have been piled 
upon the motorists, the feeling 
sometimes has been that motorists 
as a class were fairly well off and 
could afford to pay heavy taxes. 
The figures reflecting that most of 
the car-owning families cannot af- 
ford to buy new cars show that 
such a theory of taxation is un- 
sound.” 
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will create an appreciable increase 
in demand for private as well 
as public motor conveyances. 

Also, there is a growing convic- 
tion here that the actual participa- 
tion of the automotive industry in 
the production of war materials 
will have little effect on the volume 
of automobile production — that is, 
with the exception of motor trucks. 
And it is felt that there may be 
enough capacity now available to 
take care of the truck demand 
from the government without cut- 
ting down any on production for 
the normal private commercial 
market. 

As to other products which the 
automotive industry will manufac- 
ture for the defense program, they 
probably will require new plant 
capacity and equipment, as in the 
case of the Packard contract to 
build airplane engines. 

In the meantime, the stock mar- 
ket continues to be dominated by 
domestic political and foreign war 
news. The public has shown little 
interest recently in the markets 
and what trading there has been 
has been accounted for largely by 
the professional element.

W. Va. Used Car 
Sales Outnumber 
New Cars 3 to l 


CHARLESTON, W. Va.— There 
are three used-car buyers in West 
Virginia for every one new-car 
buyer, according to a study of 1939 
car sales and transfers made by 
Lawrence E. Rollins, secretary- 
manager of Automobile Dealers 
Assn. of West Virginia. Out of 
125,895 motor vehicles which 
changed hands last year in West 
Virginia, 96,336 were used cars and 
only 29,559 were new Cars. 

On that basis, only 25 out of 
every 100 cars changing ownership 
last year in West Virginia were 
new cars. The other 75 were used 
cars. 

“These statistics indicate that a 
majority of the car-owning fami- 
lies in this state depend upon used 
ears for their transportation, and 
that the used-car market, in point 
of numbers, is far more extensive 
than the new-car market. Also,” 
said Rollins, “these facts indicate 
that gasoline and other automotive 
taxes fall chiefly upon families with 
modest incomes the used-car 
families. For that reason such 
taxes should be kept at reasonable 
levels, and relief from unduly high 
taxes should be given at the earli- 
est possible moment. 

“In the past, judging by the 
heavy taxes that have been piled 
upon the motorists, the feeling 
sometimes has been that motorists 
as a class were fairly well off and 
could afford to pay heavy taxes. 
The figures reflecting that most of 
the car-owning families cannot af- 
ford to buy new cars show that 
such a theory of taxation is un- 
sound.” 
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will create | an appreciable increase 
in demand for private as_ well 
as public motor conveyances. 

Also, there is a growing convic- 
tion here that the actual participa- 
tion of the automotive industry in 
the production of war materials 
will have little effect on the volume 
of automobile production — that is, 
with the exception of motor trucks. 
And it is felt that there may be 
enough capacity now available to 
take care of the truck demand 
from the government without cut- 
ting down any on production for 
the normal private commercial 
market.

| ONE OF THE newest prodigies 
in the automotive industry is 
powder metallurgy. Launched in 
an experimental way back about 
1922 it has only recently seen its 
products established as standard 
parts, and it appears likely that 
many new applications are nearing 
this stage. 


Briefly, powder metallurgy in- 
volves the mixing or other prepa- 
ration of fine metallic powders, 
compacting them into the shape 
|desired and sintering in a protec- 
tive furnace atmosphere at just 
below the melting point of the 
metal or metals. This technique 
has been employed in production 
of tungsten lamp filaments, for 
example, and also the various types 
of carbide cutting tools, for many 
years. 

Copper and tin mixtures pre- 
dominate for automotive parts, 
although iron and even steel 
powders seem likely to enter the 
picture in a large way before 
long. Oilite bearings produced by 
Chrysler’s Amplex division, and 
the Durex bearings supplied by 
the Moraine Products division 
of General Motors, are examples 
of this new science. Both of 
these sources now are supplying 
parts compressed from _ iron 
powder, as well, Moraine mak- 
ing oil pump gears and Ample 
pump gears and housings.

Trade Barriers 
Harass Army’s 
Coast Maneuvers 


WASHINGTON.—A concrete ex- 
ample of how interstate highway 
barriers may _ seriously interfere 
with the nation’s preparedness 
measures came to light here last 
week.

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! 100 YEARS ON RUBBER 
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Chapter LXXXI—More About Ethyl 


But the actual discovery was only the beginning. 
There were still many questions to be answered. It was 
necessary to develop other ingredients to go with tetra- 
ethyl lead to make up a commercially practical com- 
pound. This took more time, work and money. 


One of the ingredients needed was ethylene dibromide, 
which is made from alcohol and bromine. If the corpora- 
tion were ever to sell enough ethyl fluid to make the 
anti-knock discovery a commercial success, large quan- 
tities of bromine would be required. At that time, bro- 
mine was expensive and the supply was small. The 
principal known reservoir of bromine was the sea, but 
even so there are only 67 parts of bromine in a million 
parts of sea water. The question was: could it be ex- 
tracted commercially? 

On top of the money that had been spent in the re- 
search that finally produced tetraethyl lead, another 
half million dollars was invested in a boat called the 
S.S. Ethyl, to “mine” the waters of the ocean for bro- 
mine. She was overhauled, converted into a floating 
chemical plant, loaded with supplies, and sailed away 
on the first and only ocean voyage for the recovery of 
bromine. From Wilmington the S.S. Ethyl steamed 
down the Delaware, out into deep water and then south- 
westward to latitude 34, off the North Carolina coast. 
Sounds like something out of Jules Verne doesn’t it? 

The venture was not a commercial success, but it 
proved that bromine could be recovered in quantities 
with the proper kind of plant, equipment and location. 
Subsequently, such a plant, the only one of its kind in 
the world, was built at Kure’s Beach, N. C., under the 
joint auspices of the Ethyl Gasoline Corp. and the Dow 
Chemical Co. Present output exceeds three million 
pounds of bromine a month. 

There were many other manufacturing problems. To 
make a product in the laboratory is one thing; to make 
it in commercial quantities is quite another. In the 
manufacture of tetraethyllead there was no fund of 
previous experience — no prior art. Consequently, 
three plants were built, were used awhile and then 
abandoned before the development of the manufacturing 
method which is substantially that used today. 

The next step was to prepare to market the new 
product. Before it became commercial, the tetraethyl 
lead had to be mixed with ethylene-dibromide to pre- 
vent lead deposits on the inside of the engine. This 
factor had to be fully investigated. Then a commercial 
method of manufacture had to be developed. The Gen- 
eral Motors Research Laboratories, duPont Laboratories 
and Massachusetts Institute of Technology co-operated 
in the commercial process of ethyl] fluid manufacture. 


Ethyl on the Market 


In February, 1923, the Refiners Oil Co. station in Day- 
ton, O., at the corner of Sixth and Main Streets, first 


offered Ethyl gasoline to the public. Of the several 
grades of gasoline sold in Dayton, the pr were as 
follows: standard grade, 21 cents; high test. 25 cents; 
benzol blends, 27 to 28 cents; ethyl, 25 cents. During 


1923, the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana and Spears & 
Riddle, predecessors to the Fleet-Wing Oi! Corp., also 
began the sale of ethyl. In August, 1924, the Ethy! Gaso- 
line Corp. was formed and the product was cut loose 
from research. 

Meanwhile, General Motors had organized a company 
called General Motors Chemical Corp., to market the 
discovery. In 1924, Standard Oil Co. (N. J.), through 
the research of Dr. C. A. Kraus and C. C. Callis de- 
veloped a more economical process of manufacturing 
tetraethyllead. In August of that year, Standard Oil 
Co. and General Motors, formed the Ethyl Gasoline 
Corp., succeeding General Motors Chemical Corp. 


By 1931, 12 percent of the entire gasoline consump- 
tion of the United States was Ethyl gasoline, sold at 
premium price. In April, 1933, oil companies began using 
tetraethyllead in their regular grade gasolines. Today, 
over three-fourths of all the gasoline sold in America 
contains tetraethyllead. In the field of aviation prac- 
tically all gasoline of 80 octane or better contains this 
knock inhibitor. In fact, the present-day performance 
of the military and transport plane is, in large part, 
due to the development of high octane gasoline, a de- 
velopment in which tetraethyllead has played a large 

art. 

. Born of research, the Ethyl Corp. continuously has 
maintained research activities. One large engineering 
research laboratory is located in Detroit and another 
in San Bernardino, Calif. Chemical research is carried 
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on in Detroit and at Baton Rouge by Ethyl, and at 
Deepwater, N. J., by duPont. From the beginning, 
Ethyl research has concerned itself with the problems 
confronting the oil and automotive industries. The 
Ethyl laboratories have co-operated with oil companies 
in investigations to find better ways of using anti-knock 
compounds in motor fuel and have worked with auto- 
motive companies on co-operative programs to squeeze 
greater value from today’s high grade fuels. In addition, 
the laboratories have co-operated with the aviation 
industry and the manufacturers of buses, trucks, trac- 
tors and automobile accessory companies. 

Automotive men believe fuels of still higher octane 
rating will be available for the car of the future, a 
development in which Ethyl fluid probably will play 
an important part. 


‘Fuel of the Future’ 


Graham Edgar, research vice-president of Ethyl, in 
a speech before the International Institute of Petro- 
leum in Chicago in 1939, pointed out that the oil refiner 
could spend 8 cents a gallon more to make a gallon of 
gasoline of 95 octane rating than he now spends for 
74 octane gasoline, if cars were adapted to take advan-

tage of the 95, without increasing the motorist’s cost 
of gasoline per mile. Also, he predicted that anti- 
knock compounds will continue to play much the same 
part in the future that they have in the past. First, 
wherever it is more economical to obtain any given 
octane level by the use of anti-knocks, they will continue 
to be so used; secondly, they will always be added to 
the best available refinery product to produce continually 
the “fuel of the future” for which the automobile of the 
future will be developed.
